Within the very near future the 
comer of Hwy 116 and Hwy 51 
in Fulton will have a completely 
different look. Jeff Campbell has 
a vision to construct five or six 
parcels at that comer, wliich he 
sees as a way to create 40-50 new 
jobs for the City of Fulton and 
Fulton County. 

Campbell, whose family 
has been in Fulton County for 
six generations, purchased the 
property where Fulton Public 
Works is located approximately 
a year ago.

“In 2010, we 
started with Campbell Plaza, in 
memory of my mom and dad.” 
The plaza includes a signature 
clock tower, improving the green

City payroll taxes

The Hickman City Hall fo¬ 
rum was empty as City Manager 
Jolinny McTumer stood behind 
his proposal to raise the payroll 
tax 33 percent, from 1 1/2% to 
2%, and eliminate city stickers 
in 2016. 

That will mean someone mak¬ 
ing $30,000 per year will see a 
$150 increase in city payroll 
taxes.

“I 
don’t want to raise it not because 
I don’t think the City needs more 
money,” Hitesman said last week. 
“I just think there is a better way 
to do it, so that it is dispersed 
among all the people of Hickman

Former Bunge elevator 
manager pleads guilty 


On June 25, 2014, Coleman 
Carpenter of Troy, Tenn., 
was indicted in federal court 
involving a community scheme 
at the Bunge grain company in 
Hickman. Carpenter served as 
Bunge’s elevator manager at the 
time of the fraud. 

On May 19, the St. Louis Post- 
Dispatch reported that Carpenter 
pleaded guilty in federal court 
and admitted to defrauding 
Bunge North America by 
paying $900,000 more than he 
should have for agricultural 
commodities, federal prosecutors 


said. 

From 2009-2013, Carpenter 
paid inflated prices for millions 
of bushels of com, soybeans and 
other commodities to farmers, 
producers and dealers. Afterward, 
he submitted information to 
Mayland Heights-based Bunge 
that falsely stated that he’d paid 
Bunge’s authorized price, his 
plea agreement stated. 

Carpenter was scheduled to go 
to trial on multiple fraud charges 
June 1. Instead, Monday, May

Re-canvass for Governor, Ag 
Commissioner will be May 28 


It has been reported as one of 
the liighest and nastier primaries 
in recent years in the Bluegrass 
state. The race for the Republican 
nomination for Kentucky 
governor with three candidates 
vying for the office resulted in 
a virtual tie between two of the 
candidates, Matt Bevin and James 
Comer, late Tuesday night, May 
19. Bevin led by just 83 votes. 

In Fulton County, Comer had 
52 votes to Bevin’s 42; with Hal 
Heiner earning seven votes and 
one vote for Will Scott. 

Comer has filed a request to 
review the results wliich, by 
percentage points, has liim and 


Bevin in a tie for Kentucky’s 
Republican primary for 
governor. 

On Tuesday night, Comer did 
not concede, telling liis supporters 
that he would ask Secretary of 
State Allison Lundegran Grimes 
to review the election results. 

“It’s so close and so many 
people have worked so hard,” 
stated Comer in the Courier- 
Journal. 

“We received the notification 
for the re-canvass from Secretary 
of State Grimes of Comer’s 
request on Friday, May 22,”

stated Fulton County Clerk Betty 
Abernathy. “We also received one 
from candidate for Commissioner 
of Agriculture Richard Heath.” 
Heath lost to Ryan Quarles, by 
1,400 votes. 

The review will be conducted, 
following state law, Thursday, 
May 28 at 9 a.m. by the Fulton 
County Board of Elections. At 
that time the candidates and the 
media are welcome to review the 
re-canvass. “A re-canvass is a 
check of the voting machines and 
the tapes, checking the totals of 
each machine to make sure they 
were recorded properly,” stated 
Fulton County Clerk Abernathy. 
The County Board of Elections 
comprises of the County Clerk, 
a Republican representative, a 
Democratic representative and 
Fulton County Sheriff Bobby 
Hopper. 

“There are no runoff elections 
in Kentucky and no automatic 
recounts. State law allows for re¬ 
canvassing, essentially a review 
of vote totals by county, only if 
a county clerk or a county board 
of elections notices a discrepancy 
or if a candidate makes a written 


request to the Secretary of State.

18, he pleaded guilty to a single 
count of mail fraud. 

In his plea, he doesn’t admit to 
any motive, but the indictment 
accuses him of accepting cash 
from farmers. His lawyer, David 
Camp, filed a motion May 15 
seeking to exclude any evidence 
of a series of cash deposits into 
Carpenter’s accounts totaling 
$44,000 from July 2008 to June 
2013. 

At his sentencing on August 
28, Carpenter could face anything 
from probation to roughly three 
years in prison under federal 
sentencing guidelines, mainly 
based on what U.S. District Judge 
Rodney Sippel determines is 
Bunge’s financial loss due to the 
fraud.

I think you guys are handling 
your money poorly. You’re acting 
like his mother instead of his 
wife, and he’s acting like a little 
boy instead of a man. You don’t 
want to give your husband an 
allowance and then not be happy 
when he spends money “he didn’t 
have” because he went over what 
you dictated to him. That’s a bad 
budget process. 

The budget process, if you’re 
the nerd in the family, should 
start with you writing it all out.

Producers must report crop 
acreage they intended to plant, 
but due to natural disaster, they 
were prevented from planting. 
Prevented planting acreage 
must be reported on form FSA- 
576, Notice of Loss , no later 
than 15 calendar days after the 
final planting date as established 
by FSA and Risk Management 
Agency (RMA). 

According to Dunn, the final 
planting date for CORN is May

My wife and I are debt-free 
except for our home, and we’re 
currently putting money aside 
for our fully loaded emergency 
fund of three to six months of 
expenses. Currently, we have our 
emergency fund account in the 
same bank as our checking and 
savings accounts. Do you think 
we should move it to a different 
bank? 

Steve 

Dear Steve, 

I wouldn’t worry too much 
about that if I were you. The 
only exception to that might be 
if you had loans that you owed 
to that same bank. Then, I would 
probably move my emergency 
fund out of there just in case 
something went wrong with the 
loans. 

Some commercial loan 
documents now give the bank 
the right to take money out of 
your account to pay the loan — 
without your permission. If you 
had a car loan, for instance, with 
that particular bank, I wouldn’t 
keep a bunch of money in that 
bank. They normally don’t do 
that unless you’re way behind on 
the bill — and then it gets pretty 
adversarial. 

Sometimes there can be 
things like a simple clerical 
error, and there’s no chance of 
that happening if the money’s 
in another bank. But in your 
situation, I don’t see any harm in 
you being there.

If a producer is unable to 
report the prevented planting 
acreage within the 15 calendar 
days following the final planting 
date, a late-filed report can be 
submitted. Late-filed reports 
will only be accepted if FSA 
conducts a farm visit to assess 
the eligible disaster condition 
that prevented the crop from 
being planted. A measurement 
service fee will be charged. 

Additionally, producers with 
failed acres should also use form 
FSA-576, Notice of Loss, to report 
failed acres. 

For losses on crops covered by 
the Non-Insured Crop Disaster 
Assistance Program (NAP) and 
crop insurance, producers must 
file a Notice of Loss within 15 days 
of the occurrence of the disaster 
or when losses become apparent. 
Producers must timely file a 
Notice of Loss for failed acres on 
all crops including grasses.

Is sitting too much harmful to 
your health? 

According to Health 
Connection, March 2015, there 
are risks associated with sitting 
too much. 

Researchers have linked sitting 
for long periods of time with 
a number of health concerns, 
including obesity and metabolic 
syndrome - a cluster of conditions 
that includes increased blood 
pressure, high blood sugar, 
excess body fat around the waist 
and abnormal cholesterol levels. 
Too much sitting also seems to 
increase the risk of death from 
cardiovascular disease and 
cancer. 

One recent study compared 
adults who spent less than two 
hours a day in front of the TV or 
other screen-based entertainment 
with those who logged more than 
four hours a day of recreational 
screen time - like surfing the net. 
Those with greater screen time 


had a nearly 50-percent increased 
risk of death from any cause. They 
also had approximately a 125- 
percent increased risk of events 
associated with cardiovascular 
disease, such as chest pain or 
heart attack. 

The increased risk was separate 
from other traditional risk factors 
for cardiovascular disease, 
such as smoking or high blood 
pressure. 

Any extended sitting - such 
as behind a desk at work or 
behind the wheel - can be 
harmful. What’s more, spending 
a few hours a week at the gym or 
otherwise engaged in moderate 
or vigorous activity doesn’t seem 
to significantly offset the risk 
Rather, the solution seems to 
be less sitting and more moving 
overall.

to pay something, not just the ones 
working here.” 

Commissioner David Weath¬ 
erly noted that even though it was 
unpoplar to raise the tax, he felt 
it was the right thing to do. “By 
passing it, we are headed in the 
right direction,” he said. 

Passing the tax increase does 
not eliminate the budget shortfall 
entirely. “Without the increase 
our budget is short $198,000,” 
noted McTurner. “By passing the 
tax increase it will only be short 
$158,000. We will still transfer 
money from other funds, just not 
as much.” 

“We are in good shape right 
now,” stated Mayor David Lattus. 
“We aren’t in debt, but we are still 
robbing Peter to pay Paul.” 

“Our infrastructure is aging,” 
added Commissioner Roger Ad¬ 
ams, who was present on May 26, 
but absent because of illness on 
May 21. “Our sewer system is old, 
eventually we will have to take on 
some major projects.” 

Commissioners Carlton and 
Williams continued to suggest 
other options, such as increasing 
the alcohol tax and or insurance 
tax. Carlton also asked the Com¬ 
mission to look long and hard at 
the amount of money spent on 
overtime in two city departments. 

Both asked the Commission to 
exhaust all avenues before decid¬ 
ing to raise the tax. To no avail, 
the first reading of the ordinance 
was read. Following the second 
reading the ordinance to raise the 
tax from 1 1/2% to 2% will go into 
effect on July 1, 2015.

space. 

Other projects included a joint 
one with the Fulton Rotary Club, 
raising $35,000 to create Civic 
Park. Most recently, Unity Park, 
located across from Pontotoc 
Park, which joins Fulton with 
South Fulton, Tenn. “A Tennessee 
Parks Grant was received, 
requiring a 50 percent match,” 
noted Campbell. “The City of 
South Fulton, Tenn., didn’t have 
the funds for the match and I 
supplied those funds.” 

Campbell looks to the High 
Town Centre project as a way 
to recoup some of his expenses, 
while continuing to improve the 
City of Fulton. “This project will 
turn a non-tax paying piece of 
property into a high tax revenue 
generating development for the 
county.” 

Campbell shared diagrams of 
several different ideas for the 
project, of which included either 
a five-parcel development or a 
six-parcel development, both of 
which include a 50-room hotel on 
the acreage. He hopes to attract 
businesses which would include 
a big box store, restaurant, fast 
food, retail or a convenience store. 
“We slowed down on the project

the property doesn’t expire until 
August 13.” 

Many hours of homework 
including environmental studies 
and more have been spent on this 
project. 

Time has also been spent 
talking to people from UT Martin, 
Discovery Park and Columbus- 
Belmont State Park. “We have 
received positive feed back 
from everyone and they have 
encouraged us to proceed with 
the plans to construct a hotel in 
Fulton,” added Campbell. By 
adding the complex, Campbell 
hopes to increase Fulton’s tax 
base, also creating a major bump 
in tourism funding for the county, 
as well. 

Campbell is also looking to 
acquire the old Jones Auto Parts 
Building located in the downtown 
area of Fulton. “That property 
once housed the original Meadows 
Hotel, that building would be 
ideal for housing ‘The Meadows 
Historic Boutique Hotel’,” noted 
Campbell. “It would be a 12-14 
room hotel with 450 square feet 
all suites.” 

With two hotel options available 
to him, Campbell is confident he 
will build one or the other.

“I recommend 
the position go from 235 days 
to 240 days and be called the 
assistant superintendent,” he 
said. “I would like to try this 
for a year to see how it goes. If 
it is too much we can llook at 
shifting or changing, re-evaluate 
at the end of the year.” Collins, in 
turn, would also be adding some 
responsibilities, such as human 
resources, to his work load. 

Other items approved last 
Thursday include: approved 
days, extra service supplements 
and proposed coach supplements 
for 2015-2016. 

Allocations at the elementary/ 
middle school and the high 
school are pretty close to last 
year. With a possible increase in 
additional fourth graders, there 
might be a need for an additional 
teacher. “Last year I miscounted 
the number of teachers at the 
high school,” admitted Collins. 
“We made the adjustment this 
year to keep that teacher instead 
of eliminating that position, 
which was the Spanish and band 
position.” 

The 2015-2016 fall/winter 
sport schedules were tabled 
after elementary/middle school 
principal Julie Jackson questioned 
some of the dates listed that could 
possibly conflict. 

Ryan Given, with Harshaw 
Trane, updated the board on the 
progress of the building project 
at the elementary/middle school. 
“Everything is going smoothly 
with all the subcontractors,” he 
said. “We are on task getting 
finished this summer.” 

Mr. Keith Crouch, Greer 
Neon Company in Mayfield, 
provided a sample color of the 
new sign, which was approved 
for purchase by the board in the 
amount of $30,000 last month. 
The board asked Mr. Keith to 
provide some additional samples 
before making a final decision on 
the color of the sign.

No gardening space - no problem

Two weeks 
of headlines without Kentucky’s 
coach’s name was too much. 

So, John Calipari made it last 
week. Twice. 

V First, a flirtation with the 
New Orleans Pelicans, real or 
rumor, hastened UK to announce 
a new $54 million grip on its 
golden calf. 

V Thus empowered and ego 
massaged, Calipari turned feisty. 

• Dangerously, he forgot the 
consequences - “every time you 
open your mouth to talk, your 
mind walks out and parades up 
and down the words.” (Mark 
Twain) 

• He rejected also, “It is best 
to engage one’s brain, before 
popping the clutch, one’s 
mouth.” 

“Last year we started the season 
with a goal,” Calipari told Jeff 
Eisenberg (The Dagger). “You 
may think it was to win a national 
title or win all the games, (but) it 
was to get eight players drafted.”
